PERSONAL ITEMS. 

‘Levi Sprague was elected President of the 
Middlesex North Agricultaygl Soyieiy for the 
pasujng year, at dhe annual meeting of its 
Trustees in Lowell. 

Mr. Richard T, Greener, formerly of Bos- 
ton, and the first colored graduate from Har- 
vard College, has been appointed as successor 
to the late Prof. O. VY, Catto, Principal of 
the male department of the Institute for Col-. 
ored Youth in Philadelphia. Prof. Catto was 
murdered in the street during the reign of the 
mob at the late election in that city. 

W. D. Wallach died on the Ist, at Cul- 
pepper, Va., aged 58. He was formerly 
proprietor and editor of the Hvening Star. 

The telegraph has announced the decease 
on Friday, 1st inst., at Sacramento, Cal., of 
dobn Bigler, ex-Governor of that State. This 
gentleman was a native of Pennsylvania, aud 
brother of William Bigler, who was once Gov- 
epnor of the State, He emigrated to Cali- 
fornia’ in the height of the gold excitement, 
and at once took an active part in Democratic 
politics. He was first elected Governor in 
{851, and served two years with considerable 
arceptanee, earning the title of ‘Honest John 
Bigler.” In 1853 he was re-elected over the 
Whig candidate by 1486 majority. In 1855 
lié was renominated by the Democrats, but 
Has ‘heaven by“. Neely Johnson, Know- 
Nothing, by a small majority. Since that 
time, though active in politics, he has held no 
office. 

The Hon. Thomas L, Smith, first auditor of 
‘he United Gtates Treasury, died in Wash- 
ington, Monday, aged 83 years.

THE PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives :—In aa- 
dressing my third annval message to the law-making 
branch of the government, it is gratifying to be able to 
state that during the past year success has generally at- 
tended the effort to execute all laws found upon the 
statute books. ‘The policy has been not to inquire into 
the wisdom of the laws already enacted, but to learn 
their spirit and intent and to enforce accordingly. 
The past peed has, under a wise Providence, been one 
of general prosperity to the nation. It has, however, 
been attended with more than usual chaatisements in 
the loss of life and property by storm and fire. ‘These 
disasters have served to call forth the best elements of 
human nature in our country, and to develop a friend- 
ship for us on the part of foreign nations which goes 
far towards alleviating the distresses occasioned by the

Our Foreign Relations. 

The relations of the United States with foreign pow- 
ers continue to be friendiy. The year has nm an 
eventful one in witnessing two great nations, speaking 
one la: guage and having one lineage, ramon ty peace- 
ful arbitration disputes of long standing, liable at any 
time to bring those nations into bloody and hostile con- 
flict. An example has thus been set, which, if success- 
ful in its final issue, may be followed by other civilized 
nations, and be the meavs finally of returning 10 pro- 
ductive industry millions of men now maintained to 
settle the disputes of nations by the bayonet and the 
bros daword, 

I transmit herewith a copy of the treaty alluded to, 
which has been concluded, since the adjournment of 
Congress, with Her Britannic Majesty, and @ copy of 
the protocols of the conferences of the commussioners 
by whom it was negotiated. ‘The treaty provides meth- 
ods for adjusting the questions pending between the 
two nations; the various questions are to be adjusted 
by arbitration, I recommend Congress at an early day 
to make the necessary provision for the tribunal at Gen- 
eva and for the severs] commissions on the part of the 
United States called for by the treaty. His Majesty the 
King of Italy, the President of the Swiss Confedera- 
tion, and His Majesty the Emperor ot Brazil, have con- 
sented on the joint request of the two powers to pame 
an arbitrator for the tribunal at Geneva. I have caused 
my thanks to be suitably expressed for the readiness 
with which the jOint request has been complied with by 
the appointment of gentlemen of eminence and learn- 
ing to these important positions. His Majesty the Km- 
peror of Germavy bas been pleased to comply with the 
joint commission of the two governments, and consent- 
ed to act as the arbitrator of the disputed water boun- 
dary between the United States and Great Britain. The 
contracting parties in the treaty have undertaken to re- 
gard, as between themselves, certain principles of pub- 
lic law, for which they have contended from the com- 
mencemegt of their history. They have also agreed to 
bring these principles to the knowledge of the other 
maritime powers, and to iovite them to accede to them. 
Negotiations are going on as to the form of the note by 
which the invitation is to be extended to the other pow- 
e 


rs. 
I recommend the legislation necessary on the part of 
the United States to bring into operation the articles of 
the treaty relating to the fisheries, and to other matters 
touching the relauions of the United States towards the 
British North American possessions, to ome opera- 
tive as soon as the proper legislation should be had on 
the part of Great Britain and its possessions. It is 
much to be desired that this legislation may become 
co-operative before the fishermen of the United States 
begin to make their arrangements for the coming sea- 
son. I have addressed a communication, of which a 
copy is transmitted herewith, to the oh ay of New 
York, Pennsylvania, Obto, Indiana, Michigan, Illinois 
and Wisconsin, urging upon the government of those 
Statex sonar “aig d the necessary action on their part to 
earry into effect the object of the article of treaty which 
contemplates the use of the canals on either side con- 
nected with the navigation of the lakes and rivers form- 
ing the boundary, on terms of equity by the inhabitants 
of both countries, Ltis hoped that the importance of 
the object and the benefits to flow therefrom will secure 
the speedy approval and legislative sanction of the 
States concerned, 

I renew the recommendation for an appropriation for 
determining the true position of the forty-ninth parallel 
of latitude where it forms the boundary between the 
United States and British North American posses- 
sions, between the Lake of the Woods and the 
summit of the hocky Mountains. The early action of 
Congress on this recommendation named would put it 
in the power of the War department to place a force in 
the field during the next eummer. 

he resumption of diplomatic relations between 
France and Germany has cnabled me to give directions 
for the withdrawal of the protection extended to Ger- 
mans in France by the diplomatic and consular repre- 
sentatives of the United States in that country. It is 
just to add that the delicate duty of this protection has 
been performed by the minister and the consular-gen- 
eral at Paris, and the various coneuls in France, under 
the supervision of the latter, with great kindness as 
well as with prudence and tact. This course has re- 
ceived the commendation of the German government 
and has wounded no suse: ptibility of the French. The 
government of the Emperor of Germany continues to 
manifest a friendly feeling toward the United States, 
and a desire to harmonize with the moderate and just 
policy which this government maintains in Its relations 
with Aviatic powers as wet! as with the South Ameri 
can republic. I have given assurances that the friendly 
feelings of that government are fully shared by the 
United States, 

Che ratifications of the consular and naturalization 
conventions with the Austro-Hungarian empire have 
veen ex: hanged. a 

I have been officially informed of the annexation of 
States of the Church to the Kingdom of Ialy and the 
removal of the capital of that kingdom te Rome: In 
conformity with the established policy of the United 
States I have recognized this change. ‘The ratifications 
of the new treaty of commerce between the United 
States and Italy have been exchanged. The two pow- 
ers bave agreed in this treaty that private property at 
sea shall be exempt from capture in case of war be 
tween the two powers. ‘The United States have spared 
no opportunity of iccorporating this rule ioto the obti- 
gations of nationa, 

The Forty-tirst Congress, at i's third session, made 
an appropriation for the org :nization of a mixed com- 
mission for adjudicating upon claims of citizens of the 
United Statea against Spain growing out of the insur- 
rection in Cuba. That commission has since been or- 
ganized. I transmit herewith the correspondence re- 
lating to ite formation and its jurisdiction. It ix to be 
hoped that this commission will afford the claimants a 
complete remedy for their injuries. 

thas been made the agreeable duty of the United 
States to preside over a conference at Washington be- 
tween the plenipotentiaries of Spain and the allied 
south American republics, which hay resulted in an 
armistice, with the reasonable assurance of a perma- 
nent peace, 


Japan and China—The Corean Expedition. 
With Japan we continue to maintain intimate rela- 
The Cabinet of the Mikado has, since the close 
of the last session of Congress, selected citizens of the 
United States to serve in offices of importance in sev 
eral departments of that government. I have reason to 
think that this selection is du® to an appreciation of the 
disinterestedness of the policy which the United Btates 
have pursued towards Japan. 

Tt is our desire to continue to maintain this dirinter- 
ested and just policy with China as well as Japan 
The correspondence tranemitied herewith shows that 
there is no disposition on the part of this government 
to swerve from its established course. Prompted by a 
desire to put an end to the barbarous treatment of our 
shipwrecked seamen on the Corean coast, I instructed 
our minister at Pekin to endeavor to conclude a con- 
vention with Corea for securing the safety and humane 
reatment of sich mariners. Admiral Rodgera was in- 
structed to accompany bim with a sufficient foree to 
protect him in case of need. A small surveying party 
was sent out, and on reaching the coast was treacher- 
ously attacked ata diradvantage. Ample opportunity 
was given for an explanation and apology for the meult 
Neither came. <A force was then landed, and after an 
arduous march over a rugged and (i Qicult country, the 
fort from which the culeage had been committed 
were reduced by a gallant assault and were destroyed, 
Having thus punished the criminals and having vindi- 
zated the honor of the flag, the expedition returned, 
finding it impracticable under the circumstances to 
conclude the desired conventiar ctfally refer 
to the corres] 
mitted, and le 
gress May sc 
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Alexis and Catacazy. 

The intimate friendly relations which have so long 
exieted between the United States and Kussia continue 
undisturbed. ‘The visit of the third eon of the Emperor 
is 4 proof that there is no desire an the part of his gov- 
ernment to diminish the cordiatity of those relations 
The hospitable reception which has been given to the 
Grand Duke is a proof that on our side we share the 
wishes of that government. The inexcusable course of 
the Ruesian minister at Washington renders if neces- 
sary to ask his recall and to decline to longer receive 
that functionary as diplomatic representative. It was 
imporsible with self-respect or with a just regard to 
the dignity of the country, to permit Mr. Catacazy to 
continue to hold intercourse with this government 
after his personal abuse of government Officials and 
during his persistent interference, thr ugh various 
means, with the relations between the United States 
and other powers. In accordance with my wishes this 
government has been relieved of further intercourse 
with Mr. Catacazy, and the management of the affairs 
of the imperial legation has passed into the hands of 
a gentleman entirely unobjectionable, 





Mexico, Central and South Anjcrica. 

The republic of Mexico has not yct repealed the very 
objectionable laws estublishing what is known as the 
«Free Zone” on the frontier of the United States, It is 
hoped that this may yet be done, and also that more 
stringent measures may be taken by that republie for 
restraining lawless persons on its frontiers. I, hope 
that Mexico by its own action will soon relieve thie 
government of the diffieultics experienced from these 
causesr. ’ 

Our relatyons with the various ¥epublics of Central 
and South America continue, with one exception, to be 
cordial and friendly. 1 recommend some action by 
Congress regarding the overdue instalments under the 
award of the Venezuela claims commission ot 1866, 
The internal dissensions of this preeent no justification 
for the absence 01 an effort to udeet their solemn treaty 
obligations. The ratification of an extradition treaty 
with Nicaragua has been exchanged. It is a subject 
for congratulation that the great empire of Brazil has 
taken the inittatory steps toward the ayolition of 
slavery. Our relations with that empire, always cor- 
dial, wiii naturally be made more so by this act, It is 
uot too much to hope that the goyernment of Brazil 
may hereafter find it for its interest as well qs intrinsi- 
cally right to adyanee toward .nyiye esaanclpation more 
rapidly than the present act contemplates, The true 
prosperity and greatness of 4 pation is to be found in 
the elevation and education of ite laborers. It is a sub- 
ject for regret that the reforms in this direction, which 
were voluntarily promised by the giatesmen of Spain, 
have not been cagried out in ita West indian colonies. 
The laws and regulations for the apparent abolition of 
slavery in Cuba and Porto Rico leaye most of the la- 
borers in bondage, with no hope af yelease until their 
ives become g hurden jo their employers. I desire 
your attention to the fact that citizens of the United 
States, or persons claiming to be citizens of the United 
States, are large holders in foreign Inds of this syecics 
of prope rty, forbidden by the fundameuytal law of their 
alleged country, | recammend as to provide 
by stringent legiglat{ion 9 sujtable yemedy a dt the 
holding, ownjng 0¢ deailng if slaves, or DéiDe I tog 
in slave property tu foreign lant chor ag owners, 
hirers or morigagees, by citizens of the United States. 


The Cuban Question. 


Tt is to be regretted that the dissurbed condition of 
the island of Cuba continues to be a source of ammo 
ance and of anxiety. ‘The existence of a protracted 
struggle in such close proximity to our own territory, 
without any apparent prospect of an earjy termination, 
cannot be other than an object of concern to a people 
who, while abstaining from interference tn the affairs 
of other powers, naturally degire to see évery country 
in the undisturbed énjoyment of pence, liberty and the 
blessings of free institutions, Our naval commanders 
in Cuban waters have been instructed, in case it should 
become necessary, to epare no effort to protect the 
lives and property of bona fide American citizens, and 
to maintain the dignity of the flag. It is hoped that all 
pending questions with Spain, growiny ouy of affdirs in 
Cuba, may be adjucte, dm \ueeptrit f peace and con- 
ciliation which ha#htthérjyo guided the two powers in 
their treatment of such questions. 


Our Asiatic Relations. 


To give importance and to add to the efficiency of our 
diplomatic relations with Japan and China,’ and to 
further aid in retaining the good opinion of those peo- 
ple, and to secure to the Jnited gtates its Ahgre of the 
commerce des{ines to ‘flow between theee nations and 
the balinee of the commercial world, I earnestly re- 
commend that an appropriation be made to support at 
least four American youths in each of those countries 
to serve as a part of the official families of our ministers 
there, Our representatives would not even then be 
placed upon an equality with the representatives of 
Great Britain and some other powg,a, 

As now situyted, our reptedentatives in Japan and 
China have to depend for interpreters and trapelators 
upon the natives of Uiose countries who know our lan- 
guage imperfectly, or procure for the occasion the 
services of employes in foreign businee# houses, or the 
interpreters to other foreign’ wijnigtery. 1 Would also 
recommend li\eral jaegsayey for the purpose ef aiding 
the American jines of steamers now plying between 
San Francisco and Japan and China and the Australian 
lines, almost our only remaining ocean steamers, and of 
increasing their services. 


Finance and Taxatio&. 


The national debt has been yelpoed to tue extony of 
$86,057,126 Sv daying tye years qnd Py thé yeyotiation 
of national Bond Bet bw vr pate of literest, the inter- 
est on the publi¢ debt has been so far diminished that 
now the sum to be raised for the interest account is 
nearly $17,000,000 less than on. the first of March, 1860. 
It was highly desirable that this rapid diminution 
should take place, both to strengthen the credit of, the 
country pal to convince its ojrigene oy their enilve 
ability to \veet eyesy dollat of ithe Hability) without 
bankrupting them, butin. view,of the accomplishment 
of these derirable ends of rapid development of the re+ 
sources of the country, its increasing ability to meet the 
large demands and the amount already ‘paid, itis not 
desirable thet the present: :esoujces of ene count 
should continue to be “taxed fn oyder’ta nie th 
rapid paymenj. I therefore recommend a modification 
ot both the tariff and internal tax laws. I recommend 
that all taxes from the internal service be abolished, ex- 
cept those collected from spirituous, vinous and malt 
liquors, tobacco in its various forms and from stamps, In 


ing the revenues pay collectors of customs small 
salaries, but provide for moicties shares in all seizures, 
which at the principal ports of entry practically raise 
the compensation of those officials to alarge sum. It 
has always scemed to me as if this system must at times 
work perniciously, It holds out an inducement to dis- 
honest men, should such get possession of those offices, 
to be Jax in their scrutiny of goods entered, to enable 
them finally to make large eeizarce. Your attention is 
respectfully invited to this subject. 

The continued fluctuations in the value of gold as 
compared with the national currency has a most damag- 
ing effect on the increase and development of the 
country in keeping up the prices of all articles neces- 
sary in everyday life. It fosters a spirit of gambling 
prejudicial alike to national morals and the nationa! 

If the q jon can be met as to how to get a 
fized value to our currency, that value constantly and 
bl.

The District Government. 

Under the provisions of the aet of Congress, approved 
February 21, 1871, a Territorial government was or- 
ganized in the District of Columbia. Its results have 
thus far fully realized the expectations of its advocates. 
Under the direction of the Territorial officers, a system 
ofimprovements has been inaugurated, by means of 
which Washington is rapidly becoming a city worthy of 
the nation’s capital, the citizens of the District having 
voluntarily taxed themselves to a large amount for the 
purpose of contributing to the seat of government. |

The Army. 

For the operations of the army in the past year, the 
expense of maintaining the estimates for the ensuing 
year, and for continuing sea-coast and other improve- 
mente, conducted under the supervision of the War de- 
partment, I refer you to the accompanying report of the 
Secretary of War. . 

I call your attention to the provisions of the act of 
Congress, approved March 3, 1569, which discontinves 
promotions in the staff corps of the army until pro- 
vided for by law. I recommend that the number of 
officers in each grade of the staff corps be fixed, and 
that whenever the number in any one grade falls below 
the number so fixed by law, the vacancy may be filled 
by promotion from the grade below. [also recommend 
that when the office of chief of a corps hecomes vacant 
the place may be filled by selection from the corps in 
which the vacancy exists, 


The Navy. 

The report of the Secretary of the Navy shows an 
improvement inthe number and efficiency of the naval 
foree, without material increase in the expense of sup- 
porting it. This is due tothe policy which has 
adopted and is being executed as fast as our material 
will admit of, using smaller vessela as cruisers on the 
several stations. By this means we are enabled to oc- 
cupy at once a larger extent of cruising ground, to visit 
more frequently the ports where the presence of our 
flag is desirable, and generally to discharge more effi 
ciently the appropriate duties of the navy in time of 
peace, without exceeding the number of men or the ex- 
penditures authorized by law. During the past year 
the navy has, in addition to its regular service, lied 
the men and officers for coast survey, which cole jeted 
the surveys authorized by Congress on the Isthmus of 
Darien and Tehuantepec, and under a like authority 
has sent out an expedition, completely furnished wit 
squipege, to explore the unknown ocean of the North 
The suggestions of the report as to the necessity for in 
creasing and improving the materiel of the navy, and 
the plan recommended for reducing the personnel of 
the service to a peace standard by the gradual abolition 
of certain grades of officers, the reduction of others, and 
the employment of some in the commercial marine, are 
well considered, and deserve the thoughtfut attention of 
Congress. I also recommend that al) promotions in the 
navy above the rank of captain be by selection instead 
of by seniority. This course will secure in the bigher 
grades greater efficiency, and hold out an incentive to 
young officers to improve themselves in the Knowledge 
of their profession. The oy cost of maintaining 
the navy, its cost compared with that of the preceding 
year, and the estimates for the ensulng year are con 
tained in the accompanying reports of the Secretary of 


the Navy. 
Post-Office, 

The enlarged receipts of the lort-ofice department as 
shown by the accompanying report of the Postmaster 
General exhibit a gratifying increase in that branch of 
the public service. It is an index of the growth of edu 
cation and of the prosperity of the people, two elements 
highly conducive to the vigor and stability of republics 
with a vast territory like ours, mach of it sparsely pop- 
ulated, but all requiring the services of the mail. It is 
not at present to be expected that this department can 
he made self-sustaining, but a gradual approach to this 
end from year to year is confidently relied on, and the 
day is not far distant when the Post-oftice department 
of the government will prove a much greater blessing to 
the whole people than it is now. The suggestions of 
the Postmaster-General for improvements in the de 
partment presided over by him are earnestly recom 
mended to your special attention. 

Kspecially do I recommend a favorable consideration 
of the plan for uniting the telegraph system ofthe U nit- 
ed States with the postal system. It is believed that by 
such a coursefthe cost of telegraphing could be much 
reduced and the service as well, if not better rendered 
It would secure the further advantage of extending the 
telegraph through portions of the country where private 
enterprise will not construct it. Commerce and trade, 
and, above all, the efforts to bring the people widely 
separated into a community of iotercst, are always ben- 
efited by a rapid intercommunication. Education, the 
groundwork of republican inatitations, is encouraged by 
increasing the facitities to gather speedy news from all 
parts of the country. The desire to reap the benefit of 
euch improvements will stimulate «duration. I refer 
you to the report of the Pustmaster-General for full de- 
tails of the operations§of last year, and for a compara- 
tive statement of the results with former years, 


The Condition of the South. 
There has been imposed upon the executive branch of 
the government the execution of the apt of Congress ap 
roved April 2), 1871, and commonly known as the Ku 
<lux law, in a portion of the State of South Carolina 
The necessity of the course pursued will be demon- 
strated by the report of the committee to investigat 
southern outrages. Under the provisions of the above 
act I issued a proclamation falling the attention of the 
people of the Caived Btates to the gaye, and declaring 
my reluctance to exercise any of the extraordinary pow- 
ers thereby conferred upon me, except in case of imper 
ative necessity, hut making known my purpose to exer 
cise such powers whenever it should become nece seary 
to do so for the purpose of securing to all citizens of the 
United Btates the peaceful enjoyment of the rights guar 
anteed to them by the Constitution ana the laws. 
the passage of the law, information was received from 
time to time that the combinations of the character re 
f rred to in this law existed and were powerful in many 
parts of the Southern States, particulayly in certain 
counties of the State of South Carolina. A careful in 
vestigation was made and it was ascertained that in 
nine counties of that State such combinations were active 
and powerful, embraciug a sufficient portion of the citi- 
zens to control the local authority, the object being 
among ether things, to deprive the eman;ipated class of 
the substantial benefits of freeduin, and preventing the 
free political accion of those citizens who did not rym- 
pathize with their own views. Among theiy operations 
Were frequent scourgings and pccasiong) assassinations 
generally perpetrated at pight by disguised persons, the 
victims in almaat al) capes being citizens of different po- 
litical sentiments from their own—freed persons who 
had shown a disposition to claim equal rights with other 
citizens. Thousands of inoffensive and well-disposed 
citizens were the sufferers by thie lawiese sianea 
Thereupon, on the 12th of Octubder, 1871, a proclamation 
was issued in tho torme of the law cafling upon the mem- 
bers of those combinations to disperse within five days 
and to deliverto the martial or military officers of the 
United States all arma, ammunition, uniforms, dis 
guises and other means an| implements used by them 
for carrying owt theif anlawful purposes. This wart 
ing not haying been beeded, on the Ith of October 
another proclamation was tesued, suspending the writ 
of habeas corpus in wine counties in the State. Dire: 
tion was given that within the counties so ds gi,nated 
persons supposed, upon reepect=*'e yndocnation, to 
members of such unter fy om pinatt m, abe 
ed by the miliary forees of the Uhited States and delivered 
to the maftbal, to Ve dealt with irding to law. In 
two of the said counties, Youk and epartansbury, many 
arrests have been quade. At the last account the num- 
ber of persone thus arrested was one hundred sixty

eight. Several hundred, whore criminality was ascer 
tained te h- =? an inferior degree, were release? far th: 
present. These have generally mage confessions of 


their guilt. Caution las been exercised in making 
these arrests, and, yotwithstanding the large number, it 
is believed that no innocent peyson is now in custody 

The prisoners will be held fay regular trial in the judi 

cial tribunals of the United States. As it appeared that 
the authorities of the United States were about to tak« 
vigorous measures to enforce the law, many persons 
absconded, and there is good ground for sy;posing that 
all of such persons hav@ violat od tue law. A full report 
of what has been done under this law will be submitted 
to Congress by the Attoypncy-General. 


Polygamy in Utah, 

In Utah there still remaing a remnant of barbarism 
repugnant to civilization, to decency and to the laws of 
the United States. Territorial offiatrs, however, have 
been found who are willing to perform their duty in a 
spirit of equity and with a due sense of sustalugng the 
majesty of the law. Neither polygamy nor any other 
violation of existing stajuier will be perdyyitte d within 
the territory of the Unite Stayed. [tis not with the 
religion ot the sé@l{-styled saints that we are now deal 
ing, but with their practices. They will be protected 
in the worship of God according to the dictates of their

Government Buildings in Chicago. 


By the great fire in Chicago the government buildings 
in that city were consumed. Those burned had atready 
become inadequate to the Wants of the goveroment in 
that growing city, and looking to the near future were 
totally inadequate, re d, therefore, an appro- 
priation be made immediately to purchase the remain- 
der of the square in which the burned buildings stood, 
provided it cam be purchased at a fair valuation, or 
provided that the legislature of Iiinois will pass a law 
authorizing its condemnation for government purposes; 
and also an appropriation of as much money as can 
properly be expended towards the erection of a new 
building during this fiscal year. 





Protection to Immigrants. 

‘The number of immigrants ignorant of onr laws, 
habits, ete., coming into our country annually has be- 
come s0 great, and the impositions practiced upon them 
#0 numerous and flagrant that I suggest congressional 
action for their protection. It seems to me a fair sub- 
ject of legislation by Congress. I cannot now estate as 
fully as I desire the nature of the complaints made by 
emigrants of the treatmeut they receive, but will en- 
deavor to do so during the session of Congress; particu- 
larly if the subject shuuld receive your actention, 


Civil Service Reform. 

It has been the aim ofthe administration to enforce 
honesty and efliciency in all public offices. Ever. ppt 
lie servant who has violated the trust placed in him has 
been proceeded agsinst with all the rigor of the law. 
If bad men have secured places it has been the fault or 
the system, established by law and cnstom for making 
appointments, or the fault of thoee who recommend for 
geverpment positions persons not sufficiently well- 
known to them personally, or who give letters indors- 
ing the characters of office-seekers without a proper 
sense of the grave responsibility which such a course 
devolves upon them, A civil service reform which can 
correct this abuse is much desired, In mercantile pur 
suits the business man who gives a letter of recommen- 
dation to a friend to enable him to obtain credit from a 
stranger is regarded as mcrally responsible for the in- 
tegrity of his friend and his ability to mect hie obliga- 
tions, A reformatory law which would enforce this 
principle against all indorsers of persons for publi 
Places would insure great caution inmaking recommen 
dations. A salutary leason bas been taught the careless 
and the dishonest public servants in the great number 
of prosecutions und convictions of the last two years 
It is gratifying to notice the favorable change which is 
taking place Unroughout the country ip bringing to pun- 
ishment those who have preven reereantto the trusts 
conterred, and in elevating to public office none but 
those who possess the confidence of the honest and vir- 
tuous, who, it will always be found, comprise the ma- 
jority ofthe community in which they live. In my mea- 
sage to Congress one year ago | urgently recommended 
areform inthe civil service of the country. In con- 
formity with that recommendation, Congress, in the 
olnih section of an act making appropriation for sundry 
civil expenses of the government and for other pur- 
poses approved March 3, 1871, gave the necessary au- 
thority to the executive to inaugurate a civil service re 
form, and placed upun him the responsibility of doing 
so. Under the authority ofsaid act [ convened a board 
of gentlemen eminently qualitied fur the work, to de 
vise rules and regulations to effect the needed reform 
Their labors are not yet complete, but it is believed that 
they will succeed in devising a plan which can be adopt 
ed to the great relief of the executive, the departments 
and members of Congrees, and which will redoand to 
the true interest of the public service, 
the experiment shall have a fair trial, 

I have thus bM@@tily summed up the operations of the 
government during the last year. and made anch sug 
gestions as oecur to me to be proper for your consid 
eration. I submit them with a confidence that your 
action wilt be wiec, statesmanlike and in the best jater- 
vests of the whole country.

Nothing is more desirable than to encourage 
children as much as possible to make some of 
their own toys; when they do this, it affords 
them immense pleasure and amusement. It 
sheuld also be borne in mind that the fewer 
playthings a child has in use at the same time 
the better. Too many at once, encourage 
restlessness and a continual want of change 
and variety, and prevent habits of attention 
and contentment being developed. The art 
of showing children how to play to the best 
advantage, to make toys, and, in short, to 
enjoy play as much as possible, though nat- 
ural to some persons, is frequently wanting to 
4 lamentable extent with many nurses, moth- 
ers and teachers. A few practical hints on 
this subject might and should be included in 
the course of training given to all teachers, 
and especially to those who devote themselves 
to infants.—Chambers’ Journal.
